Was laid out in May, 1857; soon after the first house was commenced, and on the 15th of the following November ninety 
houses, varying in cost from $500 to $15,000, were nearly finished on the city plat, with a weekly Newspaper, having a large 
circulation, printed and published at that place. Pacific City stands on a beautiful eminence on the Missouri River, one and a 
half miles in from the channel, affording a most magnificent view of that river for many miles each way, also of the great 
Platte River Yalley, and the windings of that stream, from away in the smoky distanco until she rolls her crystal waters into 
the muddy Missouri. Pacific City stands where the Burlington and Missouri River Railroad will cross the Missouri River, on 
its course to the Pacific Ocean; also where the St. Joseph and Sioux City Railroad will cross the above Road. In fact, we 
ktwiTof no place in the groat, growing West that can be so truthfully recommended for its natural and internal advantages; 
which fully explain the cause of a city being laid out and growing to the stalwart size of a commereinLcity in a single summer. 
Bethlehem Landing, (which is nearly opposite,) will be used for Pacific City, and several Steamboats, last summer, made that 
their regular stopping place. Now, what can impede, aside from an overruling Providence, the rapid growth of 
Pacific City, and make it what it is destined to be, the Metropolis of the West? Having the advantage of the best fanning 
portions of Iowa and Nebraska, with Steamboats plowing the great thoroughfare of the West, and the Iron Horse, which 
will soon go panting over the Prairies of Iowa, all will give an impetus to the growth of Pacific City which no adverse cir¬ 
cumstances can counteract, and itis by no opeans a wild assertion to say that 2*)00 houses' 1 will be put up theiAnext summer.
